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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not provide for, nor suggests providing for a Network Address 
Translation scheme for RTP and RTSP packets which creates all the NAT table entries 
concurrently in response to receiving a first RTP packet. The prior art does not suggest 
that the first and second NAT table entries are for port numbers which are different but 
are related in a manner such as the relationship between RTP and RTSP packets. The 
protocol creates an RTP session on port X in the direction of a client to a server and an 
RTSP session on port X+1 in the direction of a server to a client. The prior art does not 
suggest concurrently creating both these NAT table entries for both port X and X+1 in 
response to receiving the first RTP session packet. For these reasons, in conjunction 
with the other limitations of the independent claims, renders this case in condition for 
allowance.
